Today the great Winnipeg strike, 
which has extended to Calgary, Ed- | 
monton and Saskatoon, enters on 
its third week, and to all appear- 
ances the trouble seems as far away 
from settlement as ever, although 
Senator Robertson has been in Win- 
nipeg for several days trying to 
adjust the difficulty, but has failed 
to do so, and returned to Ottawa a 
few days ago. Some hopes were ex- 


pected that when Sir Robert Borden | 
returned from England he would| 
be able to effcet a settlement. but! 
in a telegram sent him by the Cal- 
gary Trades and Labor Council the 
Premier replied: 

“Your telegram received. The, 
hours of employment and conditions | 
of labor have been the subject of;
